I have no data from which to make an estimate of the 
amounts paid by the people of this State in direct taxes to 
the United States, which amount should properly be add^d. 

MILITARY. 

The report of 'the Adjutant and Inspector General exhifoitB 
iSie condition of the State as regards its military affairs, and 
will furnish in detail the transactions in that Department. 

At the date of my last communication to the Legislature, 
the surplus of men furnished by Vermont, over all calls from 
the President, was one thousand and fourteen men. This 
number was augmented by recruiting in the State, between 
the 1st day of October and 19th day of December, one hun- 
dred and fifty-four men, making, at the latter date, a net 
surplus of eleven hundred and sixty-eight men, to apply on 
any future call to be made by the iSresident.

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On the 19th day of December, 1864, a call was made by 
the President for three hundred thousand men, to be furnished 
by volunteering previous to February 15th, 1865, and an 
order was issued directing that a draft be made on that day 
for any deficiency that might then be found to exist. 

Under this call the quota of the State was computed and 
assessed by the War Department at eighteen hundred and 
thirty-two men, after deducting all credits due to the State 
for men previously furnished. 

This computation and assessment was so at variance with 
the accounts and records in the office of the Adjutant and 
Inspector General of this State, and operated with such man- 
ifest injustice, that I immediately directed notice to be given 
to the proper department, that the quota, as assessed, could 
not.be accepted, until the proper corrections were made. 

Failing to accomplish the desired results by correspondence, 
I proceeded to Washington, and procured such re-adjustment 
of the quotas as conformed to the records of the State, thus 
reducing the number of men to be furnished by the State^ 
from eighteen hundred and thirty-two, to eleven hundred and 
ninety-six, a diflference of six hundred and thirty-six. Esti- 
mating this number at the rate paid by the several towns for 
bounties, which then amounted to about one thousand dollars 
for each recruit, a saving was made to the towns of over six 
hundred thousand dollars. 

This quota of eleven hundred and ninety-six men was im- 
mediately thereupon assessed to the different towns, in due 
proportions, and the entire number, with a large surplus, 
was promptly furnished ty the State, and forwarded to the 
regiments in the field. 

The surplus standing to the credit of the State, at the final 
close of the rebellion, over all calls made by the government, 
is six hundred and ninety^seven men. 

At the earliest practicable moment after the surrender of 
the rebel armies, orders were issued by the War Department 
for the reduction of the Federal army. 

The first orders issued limited the number to be discharged 
to those whose terms of service would expire on or before 
October Ist, 1865. Under this order, small detachments 
from nearly all the regiments in the field, from this State, 
were left, which, under the general orders, were to be con- 
solidated and retained in servit^e until fhrther orders from the 
Government. 
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Deeming it desirable, both for the interests of the State — 
for the retrenchment of its expenses, as well as a matter of 
great interest to the soldiers, who had acquitted themselves 
so creditably under every ordeal, I made personal applica- 
tion to the Secretary of War for such modification of the 
general orders as would permit all the regiments in the field, 
from this State, to be discharged. 

This request was granted, so far as related to the organi- 
zations from this State in the army of the Potomac, and 
the Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Eighth, Tenth, 
Eleventh, Seventeenth and First Cavalry, Third Battery oiF 
Artillery, and all the artillery in the Department of the Gulf, 
Were soon permitted to return to their homes. All these 
organizations have been duly mustered out and discharged. 

These comprised all the Vermont organizations in service, 
except the Seventh Regiment, in the Department of the Gulf, 
and a detachment of the Ninth Regiment. By a recent or- 
der, the latter, comprising four companies, and numbering 
at last reports three hundred and eighty-eight men, have been 
ordered to be mustered out of service. 

The Seventh still remains in service. I have, however, 
just received advices from the War Department giving assur- 
ance that it will soon return to the State to be mustered 
out. The aggregate of this regiment at last reports was five 
hundred and eighty-two men. The expenses of the State, as 
regards the item of extra pay of seven dollars per month, 
have thus been reduced from upwards of eighty thousand 
dollars to about four thousand dollars per month.

^qual to one in every nine and a fraction of her entire popu- 
lation, and of one in every four and a fraction of her entire 
Tnale population. 

Such is the proud record which Vermont has made in th& 
great war against the domination of slavery. The sacrifice 
is worthy of the noble cause in which it "was made, and w3l 
form a record attesting her devotion to the great and catdinal 
principles of a free government, that will be as imperishaB!^ 
and enduring as time itself. 

ST. ALBANS RAID. 

In my communication of last year I referred briefly, and 
as far as prudence seemed to justify, to. the hostile move- 
ments of organized bands of marauders in the neighbonng 
province, threatening the safety of the frontier, and reconi- 
mended that early provision be made for the defense of t& 
State. 

On the afternoon of October 19, 1864, a party numbering 
about twenty-three men, armed with revolvers, made an at- 
tack upon the banks in the village of St. Albans, and robbed 
them of about two hundred and ten thousand dollars. They 
came separately and by different routes, stopping at tl^e 
several hotels in the place, and by preconcerted movement, 
'divided into parties, a portion making their descent upon the 
banks simultaneously, while others, appointed for that pur- 
pose, were engaged in collecting horses from the neighboriDg 
stables and upon the streets, upon which the whole party 
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made their escape with tlieir booty, fleeing to Canada. At- 
tempts were also made by the party to burn several buildings » 
and in riding through the streets they fired indiscriminately 
upon the inhabitants, killing one person and wounding two 
others. 

The suddenness and boldness of the attack, — the whole 
occupying a period of time not exceeding twenty or twenty- 
"five minutes, from the time of entering the banks till they 
were out of the village, — for a moment paralyzed the people. 
Immediately, however, a party was organized and followed 
in pursuit. They failed to capture any of the parties or the 
money, on this side of the boundary line. Several of the 
parties were overtaken and arrested in Canada, and about 
ninety thousand dollars of the money recovered, which, with 
the parties arrested, was delivered to the authoriti^ in Can- 
ada, to await the action of this government. 

The parties so arrested then claimed to be confederate sol- 
diers, and to have acted under the authority and sanction of 
fixe do-called confederate government, and to hold commis- 
sions from that government for that purpose ; that the act 
Cpmmitted was purely retaliatory, and but the commencement 
pf a series of similar acts whidh were contemplated along the 
;fxxtire northern border. 

I immediately communicated with his Excellency, the Oov- 
ppior General of Canada, apprizing him of the occurrence, 
and received from him a reply, expressing his profound ne- 
grets, and giving assurance that the government of Canada 
would do all things necessary and proper to bring the offend- 
ers to justice, and to prevent a recurrence of the outrage. 

Subsequent advices from his Excellency informed me that 
the parties arrested in Canada had been, by direction of the 

fovemment of Canada, ordered before Justice Coursol, of 
lontreal, for examination. 
I also communicated to the President of the United States 
a detailed account of the affair. In reply to this communi- 
cation, the Secretary of State dispatched a special agent to 
confer with me, to obtain the data necessary for a demand 
upon the British Government for a surrender of the guilty 
parties under the Extradition Treaty existing between the tw6 
governments, and at the same time requesting me to employ 
Such counsel as I deemed proper to represent the UniteS 
States in the examination of the arrested parties, and to do 
whatever was necessary to secure a proper and full hearing 
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of the case. In compliance with this request, I employed 
counsel, and directed the necessary witnesses to be summoned 
to appear before the Justice having the case in charge. 

Much feeling was excited in Canada and on this side, and 
the hearing of the case, under various pretexts, was postponed 
from time to time, until the 13th day of December, 1864, 
when Justice Coursol, holding that he had no jurisdiction of 
- die case, in a summary manner ordered the discharge of the 
parties under arrest, and directed Lamothe, the officer having 
. the custody of the mon^y, to deliver the same over to thenii. 

Orders were immediately issued by the government of 
C^«4» for the re-arrest of the parties, and their trial before 
;a;mQre trusty magistrate, and Judge Coursol was suspended 
from the exercise of the functions of his office. 

A portion only of the parties were re-arrested, the others 
having made good their escape. These were brought before 
justice Smith, of Montreal, and after long delays the oiK|nd- 
^rs w^re again released! No further attempts were made by 
pur government to prosecute the case .before the Canadian 
authorities. 

The Canadian Parliament, at their next session, passed ftn 
,act iippropriating fifty thousand dollars in gold, to reimbunpe 
rihe money surrendered to the robbers by the action of Ju^^ 
Coursol, and subsequently, in April last, the Canadian 
authorities returned to the St. Albans Bank twenty-one thou- 
jsand sixty-seven dollars and sixty-five cents, in gold, from 
which they realized in currency of the United States thirty 
thousand nine hundred and forty-five dollars ; to the First 
National Bank of St. Albans eighteen thousand four hundred 
forty-four dollars and ten cents, in gold, from which they 
realized twenty-seven thousand six hundred sixty-six dollars 
and twenty-seven cents in United States currency ; and to 
the Franklin County Bank, thirty thousand and ten dollars 
in its own bills, making a total of tliirty-nine thousand five 
hundred and twelve dollars and seventy-five cents in gold, 
equal to fifty-eight thousand six hundred and eleven dollars 
twenty-seven cents in currency ; amounting, with the bills of 
the Franklin County Baiik returned, to an aggregate of 
eighty-eight thousand six hundred and twenty-one dollars 
twenty-seven cents, leaving the loss of the banks, still unli- 
quidated, about one hundred and twenty thousand dollars. 

The expenses attending the trial for the extradition of these 
jparties, and for which I drew orders on the Treasurer of the 
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State, amounted to nine thousand two hundred and sucCy- 
eight dollars, twenty-six cents. These accounts, as I have 
before stated, have been duly presented to, and allowed by, 
the United States Government, and the money will soon be 
refunded. 

The excitement consequent upon the raid, and the strong 
expression of sympathy exhibited for the marauders in many 
portions of Canada, which latter, it was feared, would en- 
courage and stimulate parties to a repetition of similar otlt- 
rages upon the border towns, causing serious tippr^ensiohs 
to be at one time entertained lest the relations between the 
two governments might, in consequence, be disturbed, pro- 
duced, as was natural, a state of alarm and appr^en^idn 
along file entire border of the frontier. 

To iaffbrd such reasonable security and protection ds the 
nature of the case requii^ed, and to prevent a .repetition ^^of 
the occurrence, which seemed to be threatened, 1 direclisd 
that such provisional force be raised as the safety of the put>- 
lic demanded. The detailed statement of this force, and lis 
disposition, will be found in the report of the Adjutant Md 
Inspector General. 

I also immediately conferred with the War Department on 
the subject of assuming the defense of the frontier, and of 
supplying the requisite forces for that purpose. Orders *w6re 
accordingly soon issued by the War Department, authorizing 
the raising of a regiment of cavalry to be designated the 
First Kegiment Frontier Cavalry, which, with other troops 
of the United States, were placed under command of Major 
General John A. Dix, commanding Department of the East, 
and were by him duly stationed at different points in New 
York and Vermont. The provisional forces temporarily 
organized under my directions, were then disbanded. 

A full statement of the expenses attending this organiza- 
tion, and for the defense of the frontier, appears in the 
accounts of the Executive Department and Quartermaster 
General's report. The accounts and vouchers have all been 
carefully prepared, and the attention of the Government at 
Washington has been called to the subject, and it is believed 
that it will soon be in proper train of settlement, and the 
State reimbursed for the expenses. 

« 

STATE MILITIA. 
The report of the Adjutant and Inspector General will ex- 
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hflKt the full details of the organization of the militia of the 
State. 

In compliance with the act providing for its organization , 
the State was properly and conveniently divided into military 
districts, comprising three brigades, twelve regiments, and 
one hundred an4 twenty companies. 

In addition to the twelve regiments of infantry, one regi- 
ment of cavalry, divided into three battalions, and three 
batteries of artillery, have been organized. Of these, one 
battalion of cavalry and one battery of artillery, have been 
attached to each brigade. All the organizations have been 
uniformed, agreeably to the provisions of the law, and have 
been fully and completely armed and equipped. The detailed 
report of the Adjutant and Inspector General will more fully 
show the condition and efficiency of the several organizations. 

In December last I made application to the Secretary of 
War for a supply in full of arms, equipments, ordnance and 
ordnance stores, and obtained from him fifteen thousand best 
Springfield rifled muskets, with equipments complete ; ord- 
nance for three batteries of artillery, with equipments com- 
plete, and cavalry equipments complete for one regiment of 
cavalry, together with a sufficient quantity of ammunition for 
the whole. 

The report of the Quartermaster General will exhibit the 
amount of arms, equipments, ordnance, and ordnance stores 
now owned by the State, and the amount and value of that 
received from the War Department. 

In compliance with the provisions of the act organizing the 
militia, and to properly secure and protect the large amount 
of military property belonging to the State, requiring to be 
stored, I directed the Quartermaster General to prepare and 
submit to me full plans and estimates of what would be re- 
quired for an arsenal for the State. These having been duly 
submitted and approved by me, I directed that officer to pro- 
ceed at oncie witi the construction of the necessary buildings 
at Montpelier. 

These buildings are now completed, and the State property 
stored therein. Detailed statements of the cost of construc- 
tion will appear in the Quartermaster General's report. 

ACCOUNTS OF THE STATE AGAINST THE UNITED STATES, 

It was my desire and purpose to have closed all the ac- 
epunts of the State against tJie United States/ and to haye 
2 
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effected a full settlement with the government before retuing . 
from office. This I have found it impossible to aocomplidi» 
owing to a variety of causes beyond my control. 

The accounts, however, will all be left in proper fotm^ 
with the requisite vouchers, and will be duly passed oret by 
me to my successor in office. 

STATE AID TO SOLDIERS' FAMILIES. 

Hon. John Howe, Jr., of Brandon, has continued to dip- 
charge the duties arising under the act of the Legislature, 
granting assistance to the families of soldiers, during tlie 
past year. His report of the transactions for the year, end- 
ing September 1st, 1865, is herewith transmitted. From 
this it appears that the amount expended during the yei^r 
was, $17,584 58- _ . 

Number of families aided, 416 

Number of persons aided, 1,832 

The amount expended this year has undoubtedly been mfi- 
terially increased, by reason of complaints heretofore made 
of the inequality in the amount of aid rendered to different 
towns, thereby causing many to present claims who had not 
previously been applicants. Such inequalities are incident (o 
the law, and not to the management of the office. 

The total aid rendered during the four years Mr. Howe 
has had charge of this department has amounted to severUy- 
three thousand five hundred and forty-two dollars and 
twenty centSy and his expenses, during we same period, to 
one thousand three hundred and eleven dollars and sixty- 
seven cents. When these are compared with similar expendi- 
tures of other states, the amount is triffing, and the resists 
attained attest to the faithfulness, integrity and discretipn with 
which the duties have been performed. 

SURGEON GENERAL. 

In compliance with the provisions of the .^^ orgQj;ii^g t|ie 
mflitia, I appointed Samuel W. Thayer, M. D.^ of Bur^;i;^|^- 
ton. Surgeon General of the State. His report oi the tnugi^- 
a^ons of bis department will accompany tiie report of die 
Adjutant and Inspector General.

The office of Secretary of State having become vacant in 
July last, by the death of Hon. George W. Bailey, Jr., I

On the 11th day of September last, Hon. Asa Owen Aldift, 
having received and accepted the appointment of Consul to 
Nice, tesfdered his resignation of rhis office as First Assistant 
iJixBtice of the Sixpreme Coiurt of this State. I accordingly 
afqpointed Hon. John Fieipont, of Vergennes, to fill siMd 
Tftcaacy. I also, at the same dm^, appointed Hon. Jailaes 
Barrett of Woodstock, to be Second Assistant Justice, Hoa. 
Loyal C. Kellogg of Rutland, to be Third Assistant Justice,

CLOSE OF STATE AGENCIES IN WASHINGTON, NEW YORK, 

AND PUILADELPHIA. 

The necessity for the further continuance of these agencies 
for the relief of the soldiers, having ceased to exist, I directed 
the several agents to close their agencies in full on the first 
-day of October instant. This has been accordingly done. 

To Col. F. F. Holbrook, agent at Washington, Col. 
Frank E. Howe, agent at New York, and Robert R. Corsoh, 
Esq., agent at Phuadelphia, the State is largely indebted for 
their unremitting efforts to contribute to the wants and cotJd- 
fort of the soldiers, both in the field and in the hospital. 
Ever ready to sacrifice their own comfort, they have devo^^ 
their time and services to the great and philanthropic woii:, 
and their labors in this respect will long be remembered with 
warm affection and sincere gratitude by these brave and de- 
voted heroes and their friends. 
JSenators, and Gentlemen of the House : 

It is my happy fortune to retire from the responsible duties 
^f the Executive office at a time when Ae nation rejoices in 
a triumphant peace. In the great conflict now closed, Ver- 
mont has well sustained her part. Her sacrifices, though 
^^eat, have been cheerfully made. She has given of her sons 
with a willing heart ; she has contributed of her substalibe 
with an unsparing hand. With an unselfish patriotism ntxd 
steadfast devotion, she has i:e8ponded to every demand of the 
general government with promptitude and zeal, always do- 
ing more than her allotted part, and closing her final record 
with a large surplus of men to her credit.

dent of the Senate. I shall endeavor to interpret your rules 
with strict impartiality, and, in applying the principles of 
parliamentary law to the many difficult and delicate questions 
that will arise in the course of the session, to do equal jus- 
tice to all. Having no experience in this body, I can hardly 
expect that my utmost endeavors will meet the just measure 
of your expectations. I fear that you will have occasiosb 
many times to exercise forbearance ; but here, where it was 
once said by one of great experience and ample observation 
in this Chamber, that a deliberate attempt had never been 
made to embarrass the presiding officer, may I not confidently 
hope that my endeavors will be seconded by the same spirit 
of forbearance, co-operation and assistance which hitherto 
has been so generously accorded to all my predecessors ? 

We are assembled after four years of unprecedented civil 
strife, surrounded by all the evidences that the land is again 
at peace, and as Vermont was true to herself during the great 
struggle in arms, true to the country, true to the great prin- 
ciples of civilization and civil liberty ; now that the conflict 
is ended and it becomes our duty to aid somewhat in re-estab- 
lishing the Union, and restoring the states, let us not forget 
that it was the highest position on the platform of human 
liberty and manhood's right, that was unshaken by the storm 
tb^ough which we have passed, and that in the future it will 
b^ found to be the only position that is founded upon a 
rock, and that will not be disturbed by the storm that will 
sweep away all those lower positions of time-serving expedi- 
ency. 

And now, senators, as we give our attention to the busi-^ 
ness of the session, let it be our highest ambition to do ex«- 
peditiously, and do well, whatever is required of us as legis* 
lators, and thus promote the highest interest and welfare of 
the State.

The message of his Excellency, the Governor, was read 
by the Secretary, and is as follows : 

&entlemen of the Senate 

and House of Representatives: 
After the anxiety and agijiation of four years of bloocbf 
war waged by the Union for the preservation of national ex- 
istence, we are permitted again to meet, in the calm of peaeef 
to discharge those duties imposed upon us by the Constitutioii, 
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and demanded by the best interests of the people we repre- 
sent. 

During the past year it has pleased Almighty God to grant 
us great and signal mercies ; for this let us join in rendering 
Him our humble thanksgivings , while we sincerely implore 
His aid and guidance in the diischarge of all our official and 
personal duties. 

FINANCES. 
From the Treasurer's report, herewith submitted to you, it 
Appears that the balance of cash in the treasury, September 
5, 1864, was $424,096 56 

That the receipts into the treasury from all 
other sources during the year to September 
5, 1865, were $1,585,172 95 



•Making in all the sum of $2,009,269 51 

That during the year there has been paid out 

and disbursed the sum of 1,996,772 50 



Leaving in the treasury, Sept. 5, 1865, $12,497 01 

The funded liabilities of the State, Sept. 5, 1865, amounted 

to $1,650,000 00, consisting of outstanding State bonds. 

The present current liabilities of the State are $207,575 56 

The current resources, including the balance 

in the treasury, Sept. 5, 1865, are 23,411 60 

Making an excess of current liabilities of $184,163 96 
The estimated expenses for the current year, are : 

For interest on bonds and loans, 108,750 00 

For all other State expenses, 175,000 00 

Making to be provided for, $467,913 96 

The grand list of the State is about one million of dollars, 
and a tax of fifty cents on the dollar will probably raise 
money sufficient to cover the current liabilities of the year. 

We are not to forget, however, that we have a large frmded 
debt which will be burthensome to meet, if none of it is pro- 
vided for before it falls due. The close of the war, and the 
return of our soldiers, has very greatly diminished our cur- 
rent expenses, and at the same time our agricultural, and all 
the other industrial interests of the State, were never in a 
more prosperous and healthy condition ;* and I feel confident 
that any amount of taxation, demanded by the best interests 
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of the State, will be met cheerfully by the people, and its 
payment will not be felt as burthensome. 

The Treasurer estimates that a State tax of sixty-five cents, 
on the grand list of this year, would raise $150,000 above 
the current expenditures, to be applied in purchasing in out- 
standing State Bonds ; and that for the next six years a tax 
of forty cents on the dollar of the grand list, yearly, will 
raise a sum sufficient to meet the current expenses of the 
State, and leave a yearly surplus of $150,000, to be used in 
buying the State Bonds as they come into market. Should 
this be done to that extent, in 1871 but $750,000 of our 
funded debt will remain unpaid ; a sum that can easily be 
provided for as the bonds fall due. 

Our State Bonds are now selling at a discount of four or 
five per cent. , and should gold continue to command a pre- 
mium, as it will be likely to do for a considerable time yet to 
come, this, with the fact that the general government and 
most of the states are paying a higher rate of interest than 
is paid on our bonds, wiU probably depress their market value 
to a still lower point. If the State is in funds to go into the 
market as a purchaser with others, it will be able to make a 
positive gain on its purchases, beside stopping the accruing 
interest. 

Connected with this subject of raising money by taxation, 
we are to remember that all our proper^, no matter by what 
name called, except such as is expressly exempted by positive 
law, should bear its equal proportion in the burthen of taxa- 
tion. If our laws produce that result now, theii all is well 
on that score ; but if they fail to accomplish that end, your 
scrutiny should lead you to their proper amendment. 

SALARIES AND FEES. 

By our present law, the state's attorneys of the several 
counties are salaried officers. Compensation in this mode is 
made more to depend upon the population of the several 
counties, than on the labor done and service rendered to the 
State ; and I submit to your judgment whether this mode has 
not a natural tendency to diminish watchfulness over the pub- 
lic interests of those officers . As far as my own personal obser- 
vation extends, I am induced to believe that crime, now, is 
not 80 thoroughly ferreted oyt, and the criminal so certainly 
brought to trial, conviction and punishment, as when these 
officers were paid for what they did, and for nothing more. 
If this be the fact, our present law is defective and unwise. 
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JUVENILE OFFENDERS. 

Permit me, gentlemen, to call your attention to that class 
of the rising generation denominated juvenile offenders. This 
class embraces children of both sexes, and their number is 
very sensibly on the increase. To reform such, while they 
are undergoing restraint as a punishment, should be our un- 
ceasing endeavor. Very few crimes committed by this class 
are punished by confinement in the State Prison, and though 
confinement there is somewhat reformatory, yet the stigma 
of having been in State Prison is almost forever ineffaceaole. 
Far the greater number of juvenile offenders are, of neces- 
sity, punished by confinement in the county jails, where they 
are most generally associated with old and hardened criminals, 
who at once devote themselves to teaching these children the 
art and mysteries of crime ; so that, when discharged, instead 
of being reformed, they are more likely to be thoroughly 
corrupted. 

Would it not be for the true interests of the State to es- 
tablish a Home, or House of Refuge, where this class could 
be confined, under such regulations as would be likely to 
niinister both instruction and reform, in connection with a 
just and merciful punishment? 

COMMON SCHOOLS. 

The report of the Secretary of the Board of Education 
shows, upon the whole, an encouraging state <^ our common 
schools. The efficiency and success of these scluKds, wfaiiA 
4a?e the nunseries of our coming men and women, cannot be 
over-estimated. 

It seems that teaching in these schools is gradually p^tsHsiv^ 
from male to female hands, with an apparent ftopottimul 
improvement in the schools* This is flattering to female 
teachers, but speaks poorly of the other class. I fear thutthe 
bejtter class of niale teachers leave the St^ for other locati- 
ties, where their services command a better remuneratipn, — 
leaving the less competent and accomplished teachers ,to 
polish our home jewels. 

Should not the character^ learning and aptness to teach* on 
the part of those offering themselves for examinationt lie 
more thoroughly ascertained before they receive a certificate ; 
oxy if this is not practicable, could not something be dpxiie, 
by requiring graded certificates, distinguishing between the 
candidate of a low class of qualifications, and the one who 
is a thorough scholar and apt to teach. This might seitve^o 
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stimulate those proposing to teach to greater improvement, 
a^nd also aid the school committee more easily to ascertain 
the fitness of those offering to teach. 

DEAF, DUMB AND BLIND. 

The expense of our State pupils, deaf, dumb and Mind, 
who are now receiving instruction at the institutions designat- 
ed by law, has very much increased, so that an increase of 
the standing yearly appropriations for these unfortunate 
classes of our citizens should be made. There are now twen- 
ty-one deaf and dumb pupils at the Asylum at Hartford, 
Connecticut. Until the past year, the expense of each pupil 
yearly was $125 ; but last year the price was raised to #200, 
of wluch notice was given to the Governor of the State. He, 
however, believing that it would not be in accordaace with the 
iiumanity of our people to withdraw any of our pupils for this 
cause, permitted liiem to remain. Their expense will exceed 
present appropriations for the year. I therefore reconunead 
an appropriation to meet the deficiency, of a sum not exceed- 
ing $1000. The New England institution for the instruction 
of the blind also raised their charges from $200 to $250 per 
year. I therefore submit to you the propriety of increasing 
the annual appropriation for die deaf and dumb to a sum not 
exceeding six thousand dollars ; and that for the benefit of 
the blind to a srnn not exceeding thirty-five hundred dollars. 

BOLDURS' NATIONAL GSIIETER7 AT QETHTSBURG. 
In December, 1863, the committee having that matter in 
'Charge, estimated the whole expense of that cemetery, in^d- 
'ing a monument, atthe sum of $63,500, and $25,000 of iiaa 
was' designed for the monument. On that estimate, the pro- 
portion of Vermont was $1,260, which, under the appropri- 
ation of the last session, Ims been paid ; but, immediiately 
after those estimates were made, a great rise in llie price of 
iftbor, and materials of all descriptions, took place, so that 
i^ estimate falls short of die actiud expe&ses, by about fifty 
per cent. Everything connected with the cemetery is com- 
{deted, except the monument. The oomer Atone of that wjas 
laid July 4, 1865, and the work is in an advanced stute of 
completion. The balance x)f our State proportion of the 
whole cmt is $630, which has already lueen drawn for on the 
£xec]itive, but its pii^yment awaits an appropriation by the 
Legislature. I hope it may be promptly made, as the faith of 
Ibe Sta^te is pledged for our proportion. 
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MILITARY. 

War has ceased ; the great rebellion, conceived in sin and 
brought forth in iniquity, which purposed no less than the 
destruction of our nationality and the death of our Union, 
while it made permanent and forever perpetuated the abom* 
inable institution of negro slavery as an American institution , 
has been overcome, conquered and beaten down ; and, in the 
merciful providence of an overruling God, slavery and the 
. rebellion came to an end together. They both died at the 
same time, and we may well hope that neither v^ll ever have 
a resurrection. In their place, Freedom and Peace are as- 
suming their benign and rightful sway. Our prayer may 
well be, that of their dominion there shall be no end. 

The Adjutant and Inspector General's very valuable report 
will fully advise you as to the number of men furnished by 
the State for the late war, and to what extent they have been 
discharged and mustered out. It also gives you the needed 
information as to what has been done in arming, uniforming 
and organizing the militia of the State, during the past year. 

During the war since 1861, it appears that Vermont has 
&rnished thirty-four thousand five hundred and fifty-five 
men ; thirty thousand seven hundred and fifty-five of these 
were volunteers, and three thousand eight hundred were 
drafted men, and substitutes furnished. From this it will be 
seen that, during the war, about one-ninth of our entire pop- 
ulation served as soldiers. This is a bright and glorious 
record for Vermont. And such soldiers, too I bravest among 
the brave ; none better ever adorned the history of any state 
. or nation. We owe to these noble men, living or dead, an, 
. imperishable debt of gratitude, love and honor. This debt 
> should be recognized by such marks of respect and justice as^ 
legislation only can furnish. 

Since the war closed*, our troops have been mustered out 
from time to time, till, on the first of October, 1865, we had 
in service only the Seventh Begiment, numbering five hun- 
dred and eighty-two men ; and four companies of the Ninth 
Regiment, numbering three hundred and eighty-eight men ; 
totsd nine himdred and seventy. 

Since that date an order has been issued for mustering out 
the four companies of the Ninth Regiment, and I am in- 
formed, that it is the purpose of the War Department to 
muster out the Seventh Itegiment during the present fall or- 
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coming winter. When this is done, our State expenses for 
pay to soldiers and aid to their families will entirely cease. 

If other subjects come to my notice during the session, 
demanding your action, I shall communicate ^hem to you 
without delay. I am not unaware, gentlemen, that the whole 
field of legislation is open to you, and that your own experi- 
ence and vigilance will doubtless lead you to all {xroperiegisla- 
tion, while your prudence will prevent all thatiaunneeesaaty.

RULES OF THE SENATE. 

The credentials of senators shall be presented to the Sec- 
retary or Assistant Secretary previous to ten o'clock on the 
morning of the second Thursday of October ^ i|.t whic^^.^ipe 




State of Vermont, October Session, 18 — i do solemnly j^year 
that I will be trlie stnd faithful to the State of Vermont^ and 
that I will not; directly or indirectly, do any act oi^ tfcliiff in- 
jurious to the Constitution or government thereof, a6 estab- 
lished by convention.

The business or objects for which a corporation is created 
should always be stated with clearness and precision, to the 
end- that no doubt may exist as to what would be a violation 
of its charter. In the present biU, after authority to manu- 
fitcture all kinds of articles, made either in whole or in part 
of wool or of cotton, authority is further given to mani^ac- 
ture any other articles of merchandise they may think proper, 
with full power to vend or traffic in the same. 

The last clause is the objectionable one. Should the com- 
pany imder this choose to manufacture brandy, whiskey or 
rum, would these not be ^^ articles of merchandise," with full 
power granted to vend and traffic in the same ? And so of 
any other branch of business that may be prohibited or reg- 
ulated by law. 

This objectionable clause was prpbably overlooked when 
the bill passed both branches of the Legislature, and I there- 
fore p«tiim it, that the bill may be further considered.

fltmount of twenty dollars, nor sufficient to satisfy tJie execu*- 
tion 6n which he is committed, exclusive of sudx propierty as 
iis by law exem^pt from execution, and has not disposed of 
iasj part of his estate to defraud his creditors, nor disposed 
of the liiame after his committment, for the purpose of de-^ 
fimiding tlw committing creditor, or of preferring other ered^ 
iters to Imn, they shall admit him to the poor debtor's oath, 
sbid deUVeor him two certificates in the form hereinafter prd-^ 
bribed." The first section of the returned bill provides that 
notwithstanding the debtor may have conmiitted any or all 
g£ these frauds, and for that cause has been denied the 
b^efits of the poor debtor's oath, he may netertheless make 
applicflltion to the county court or to a judge of the Suprenns 
Oinirt, by petition, praying to be discharged from such imprisw 
onment ; and the subsequent sections authorize the cotunty 
court, or such judge of die Supreme Court, if he chooses to 
entertain the petition, to. order a final discharge of die pris- 
oner, to take e£^t at such time as they determine. 

An this, too, is to b* dotoe without providiiig at all for the 
interest of the defrauded creditor. 

The common law, as accepted and administered in this 
iSiMte, holds all fraud in business transactions in great abhois 
rence, and diBCountenances it in every possiMe way ; it annuls 
and holds as void all contracts into the composition of which 
fraud enters, and holds a frandiilent party to mak» good' ki 
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damages, all injuiy his act has occasioned to another. And 
oifr State legislation has, from its beginning, stood boldly bj 
the common law, going further than that could, and impos- 
ing penalties and forfeitures upon the fraudulent party. As 
a specimen of State legislation, I refer to sections thirty-two 
and thirty-three of chapter one hundred and thirteen of the 
Qeneral Statutes . 

' The forty-fifth section of chapter one hundred and twenty- 
one, before quoted, is in perfect keeping and harmony in 
principle with all our other State legislation upon the subject 
of frauds and fraudulent transactions ; and it seems to me 
that the bill now underdiscussion, both in spirit and purpose, 
is in conflict with all our previous legislation upon the same 
subject. Had the bill been put in different form and con- 
tained a simple proposition, so to amend section forty-five of 
chapter one hundred and twenty-one, that any disposition of 
the debtor's property which he might make, with intent to 
defraud his creditors, should be no bar to his being allowed 
the benefit of the poor debtor's oath, I apprehend that it 
would have met with little favor from the Legislature. Does 
not the bill, in its provisions, indirectly do the same thing? 
Is there dny satisfactory reason why it should become a law ? 
It seems more than probable that it was introduced and urged 
upon the attention of the Legislature to meet some existing 
case where a debtor has unfortunately, in his own estimation, 
thrown embarrassments about himself by some violation of 
existing laws ; if that be so, we are to remember that all 
jail limits now are co-extensive with the boundaries of our 
States and the inconvenience to an individual from having to 
reside constantly in Vermont, or else pay an honest debt, 
should not, I think, frunish sufficient reason for a change, 
which, to say the least of it, is a receding from the high tone 
of business morals and integrity, which our laws have hitherto 
uniformly insisted upon. 

It is not to be presumed that any board of jail commis- 
sioners ever did, or will, refuse the poor debtor's oath to one 
in prison, on the ground of a fraudulent dioposition of his 
property, until the fraud is clearly proved, and when that is 
done, to turn him over to another tribunal to be discharged, 
his fraud to ihe contrary, notwithstanding, seems repugnant 
both to the harmony of our laws, and to sound justice. 

These . views have induced me to return this bill to the 
House for their further consideration, and should it, after that 
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consideration^ become a law, I shall feel more reconciled to 
liiSkM I could h^e'beeii had I approved It without submitting 
it to* Wife B^Cbtd sdbfer thotfght of the LegislaturiS. *

LOANS. 

State bonds inued during the year under act of 1863, due in sixteen years from December 
1, 1869, $950,000 00. 

Tbese bonds bave been negotiated at par. The remainder of the loan anthorized under 
the act of 1863. being $996,000, was required during the early part of the year. The notes ie- 
iued have all been paid, together with $90,000 00 of this same loan, outstanding at date of 
last report. The act of j864 authorised the borrowing of $500,000 00. Under this act, 
gSX)9,000 00 in notes have been issued and paid during the year, leaving authority to boirow, 
at the date of this report, $996,000 00. As the resources of. State revenue for the current 
year are nearly exhausted, it only remains for the Treasurer, in order to meet the drafts 
opon this department, to issue from time to time the balance of the loan of 1864, and repay 
the same from the proceeds of the next State tax. It will be observed that during the fiscal 
year $436,000 00 has been borrowed as a temporary loan. This has been mostly taken by 
the State banks, some of them being required bjr their charters to loan to the State, on the 
Treasurer*s requisitions and at the legal rate of interest. The system of national banking 
has in a great measure, and will soon entirely supersede our State banking system, ana, 
there not being the same obligation resting upon the national banks to loan to the State, it 
will be in the position of every other borrower, and be required to pay the market prices for 
money. The large amount of CJ. S. bonds and certificates on the market, and the rate for 
money established by thii demand, has led some of the States to authorize the payment, on 
■hurt loans, of 7 3>10 per cent interest. Some action of a similar nature Is required in this 
Bute, in order to facilitate the ojMrations of the treasuiy. By the act of 1864, entitled, 
** An act making provision for military expenses," the Treasurer is authorized, under the 
direction of the Governor and Lieutenant Governor, to issue bonds of the State, to run not 
exceeding a period of twenty yeais, amounting in the whole to the sum of five hundred 
thousand dollars. It has not been deemed expedient to use the authority thus given, and no 
bonds have been prepared ; and should the Legislature adopt the views expressed in another 
poriion of this report, it would be well to repeal that part of the act giving authority to issue 
bonds, as above mentioned.

This report, after discussion, was substantially adopted, leaving It open to such amend- 
ments as might render it more perfect, and such as it might be found desirable to receive. 

In tbe effort to obtain subscriptions, no labor has been spared, and while liberal subscrip- 
tions have been made in such places as might be supposed to have some chance of secar- 
ing tbe location of the College in their vicinity, it was found that all, or nearly all, wen 
coupled with the condition that tbe college should be so located. There will be some snb- 
■criptions without limitations of this character, but the amount is comparatively small. The 
amount raised, or which could reasonably be counted upon, for any specified locality, baa 
in no case exceeded twenty-five thousand dollars— a sum quite inadequate to the wants of 
an institutioa like tbe one contemplated,, even with tbe fund derived fronf tbe donation of 
lands by Congress, and equally inadequate to tbe success and luture independence of aay 
college. 

Having failed to obtain by subscription tbe amount required, the board deemed it their 
duty to present tbe subject to the existing colleges, to ascertain whether we might not 
through them, in seme manner, secure the success of tbe undertaking. 

To such inquiry the trustees of Norwich University responded adversely, and at their aa- 
nual meeting resolved to have no connection with this institution. This resolution, however, 
bat been recently reconsidered. But the University, being without funds, and with very 
limited property, the contributions which the citizens of Norwich have been understood to 
be in readiness to tender, would have been far below the amount required by the act of our 
incorporation, and wholly insufficient to establish the Vermont Agricultural College on a sore 
and proper basis — leaving a deficiency, only to be supplied by tbe Legislature, through a eoB- 
■iderable appropriation, the making of which we have not felt authorised to anticipate. 

Our information from the trustees of Middlebury College showed that there was not anv 
reasonable hope of any union with us, or an^ change as to tbe character of their own iaeti- 
tution, whose condition it is grati^ing to believe is at the present time prosperoua and satis* 
factory, which could be construed into a compliance with the terms of the act of Congress, 
or those of our charter. 

Tbe University of Vermont responded in such manner as led to further conference, and a mu- 
tual arrangement resulted, by which the joint funds of both institutions are to.be devoted to 
carrying out a plan of instruction, which shall conform to tbe provisions of our charter. To 
perfect this arrangement, and to secuie its successful operation, the action of the Legislature 
u necessary. We have, therefore, prepared a bill which meets tbe approval and will secure 
the acceptance of both corporations, ivhich is herewith submitted, and to which we invite 
your attention, with tbe request that you will communicate the same to the Legislature for 
its consideration. 

To show that this arrangement is a substantial compliance with the conditions of our 
charter, we submit a statement of tbe propetty of the University, as represented by in 
treasurer, and by otbers whose judgment may be relied upon, as follows :

About $13,000 of tbe above property is held In trust for the purposes of specific iastnictioaf 

which trusts' would be complied with by ibe plan of instruction which tbe bill contemplatca* 

We have, also, the aiiurance, which we rely upon, of additional large and liberal eoatri- 
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bntions from the citizens of Burlington, for tbe procurement of the requisite quantity of land 
and tbe erection of more adequate buildings. 

Tbe general features ef llie h|ll referred to, are a« follows : 

In order to secure to tbe new institution all tbe funds of both corporations, and to enable 
each board of trustees to maintain its good faith in respect to the trusts committed to them, 
the bill proTides that the two institutions shall be united, with joint corporate powers, and the 
trustees of each shall act jointly &8 one entire board in the m^i nagempnt of the property and 
income of both institutions, and that each corporation shall have a permanent civequal rep- 
resentation in the new board of control, and that the system of study and course of instruction 
•hall be such as to make it conform to the objects of both institutions. To secure the success of 
the arrangement, and to ensure in all time the faithful execution of these important trusts, 
it is provided that the Supreme Court may, if the public good requires, annul this act and re- 
store toeach institution its original rights. This provision, while it affords ample protection to 
tbe interests of this corporation and to the public, likewise affords* security for all those public 
and private trusts which are now protected under the permanent charter of the University. 

In regard to the character of instruction and course of s^udy, it is proper to-say, that it did 
not seem practical or expedient to specify any precise plan or curriculum of study, as that 
might need to be raised with the increasing means or varying circumstances of the institution. 
It was, therefore, left subject to the general requirement that, '* in addition to the instruction 
" usually taught in other colleges, it should include such enlarged facilities and extended scope 
" and variety in the study of those branches which relate to military tactics, acriculture, and 
" the mechanic arts, as will render the whole instruction in conformity with the act of Con- 
" gresa as well as n ith the respective charters of tbe two institutions." 

It was the understanding of the trustees of both institutions, that the act of Congress by 
its general scope and tenor contemplates the establishment of an institution which should so 
provide as to include that instruction generally taught in other colleges, and also furnish 
more ample facilities in the study of those branches which constitute its distinguishing char- 
acter, and that to furnish these facilities in greater abundance than is provided im other col- 
leges, where classical studies appear to enjoy a monopoly of time and attention, should be its 
'* leading object." 

That such was the opinion' of our own board may be inferred from the plan of study re- 
ported, and favorably considered by us anterior to any negotiation with the trustees of the 
XTnlversity, and it may be said, without intending to commit-or foreclose the future actios of 
the board, that it is not easy to see why the main features ot our plan of study should not be 
adopted by the united institution, with, perhaps, a special course or courses for those whose 
want of time or means should require it. 

In regard to a union with us of the other colleges, the object seemed so worthy that, not- 
withstanding the expression of dissent by their boards of trustees, it was deemed expedient, 
not to forever close the door against, but to provide for a voluntary union hereafter, should 
•vents render it desirable, and a section is inserted in the bill for that purpose. 

In respect to the general provisions of the bill it is proper to say, that the intention has 
been that all the interests involved should be properly protected. Both institutions have, in 
a measure, the same general objects, viz : to promote the general interests of the community 
by the advancement of education, and the trustees of either could have no other motive than 
a desire, by means of combined effort and a combined fund, to secure the largest measure of 
usefulness to the public. While they have aimed to secure for each'tbese distinctive objects, 
they have endeavored to make such union conducive alike to the interests of all. In submit- 
ting it to your consideration we desire to make some futtber suggestions to explain, and, as 
we hope, to justify the course we have adopted. 

1st. By this arrangement we consider that we obtained a substantial compliance with tbe 
eonditions necessary to the continued existence of our charter, and that it was the only mode 
•f securing the success of the important enterprise committed to our charge. 

9d. By it we shall reduce the number of rival institutions in our State, and convert one 
of them, at least, with its friends and patrons, to our support in carrying out this new and im- 
portant experiment. 

3d. By means of our common organization we can appropriate to our common use the 
•an^e lands, buildings, library, cabinet and apparatus, tbe same corps of teachers and lectur- 
ers, the same financial management and discipline,, and thereby economize and greatly ang- 
ment the strength and usefulness of both. 

4th, It will require all the means of both institutions combined to carry out^ to any useAit 
result, the objects contemplated in our charter, or to meet the plan of instruction which our 
own board of trustees, in view of its requirements, proposed to prescribe. 

5t1i. In regard to the views we entertain of the intention of the act of Congress, it will be 
•bserved that our neighboring States have adopted the same liberal construction. It is un- 
derstood that Rhode Island has connected her f^nd with those of the University. New Ham- 
ebire it is now supposed will do likewise. Connecticut, with a fund nearly twice as large 
as our own, has connected it with Yale College. Ma&sacbusetts, with a fund wtill larger, and 
increased by large subscriptions, has established an independent institution, and wisely 
located it in immediate proximity to Amherst College, with a view, doubtless, to preeent 
mutual aid, and, iKissibly, an ultimate union, and the plan of study does not essentially differ 
from that we propose ; while Mew York, with the largest fund of all the States, bestowed 
tlie whole upon the People's College, already chartered, and endowed by private munificence, 
with the condition, in substance, that it should give that course of instruction and do all 
other things necessary to a strict compliance with the act of Congress. 

If we would ensure the success of this important enterprise, and provide for such instnie- 
cion within our own State as shall keep pace with the advance of civilisation and social 
improvem«Bt ; if we would aid and stimulate intelligent effoit in all tlie departments of lUe, 
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bf dM d»T«lQ|iBi«nt of tboogbt, mnd the applirfttton ot icleiice to labor ; if we would initracl 
oar young men at home, and rauin them here at citixeoi of our State, to forward the ad- 
rancement of iu aoclal and material intereiU, we most, to a reasonable exteut provide tlM 
facilitiea (for pursuing the rame wide range of study which they may obtain a^i:pad, a^dl 
wmph hitherto our own institutions hare failed to supply. 

If iich time has already elapsed, and, of the five years allowed, but little more than oneyear 
remains in which to provide for such an institu tion as is required by the terms of the act of 
Congress under which the donation has been received. Earnest endeavors have been mad* 
by successive Legislatures, to make a wise and. prudent ditpoeition of the funds—none of 
w)iich have been entirely succeesful. The arrangement, now proposed fur the action an4 
asMDt of the Legislature, we trust may meet with their approval, as we believe it will re- 
ceive the cordial support of a large migurity of the industrial classes of the Sute, as well as 
that of the friends of education generally, and, without further delay, certainly goatonc« 
iBlo practical operation. 

In conclusion, we regard the course we have herein recommended as the only practical 
coarse to be adopted under the circumstances, unless the Legislature shall provide the further 
amount required, by uxation,or shall deem it expedient to surrender the fund.

Ssc. 1. The University of Vermont and the Vermont Agricultural College, with fueh 
Other corporations as may hereafter become united therewith, are hereby united and eoosti- 
tiled a body corporate by the name of the ** University of Vermont and State AgrieultMnl 
Obllege," tor the purpose of carrying out the objects contemplated In their respective ehar- 
ten, and as such shall be and remain a body corporate forever, and as such may hold^Mid 
eeavoy real and peieonalestalei, have a ceaimoo seal, and have all the rights aad powecs 
iMildent to ooiporations. 

8bo* 9. Bach of the two institutions hereby united shall, on or before the fifteenth day of 
November next, elect by ballot, nine of their number, who, with their succeseoia, ehall thert- 
irflereoaelilate ito beard of trustees, and likewise constitute a part of the board of ti^u*- 
teee of the corporation hereby created, and shall have the power, and it shall be their daj^y, 
bf tallot among their own number, to elect successors to fill any vacancies among ti^eir nuaa- 
b«f9<and'Bll the trustees soelecteo, and theireueeeesors, ehall, together with the Presidenit 
Who -shall be, ex-cfilcio, a member, constitute an entire board of trustees of the corporatioa 
hereby created, who shall have ttie entire management and control of iu property and af. 
Mrs, and in all things relating thereto, except in the elections to fill- vacancies, as aforesaid, 
ilMilluet together Jointly as one entire boartl of trustees: provided^ that all future electioaa 
or appeintmenti to said board of trustees shall be made with special reference to preventing 
uiyireliiious denominational preponderance in said board.

Said board of trustees shall have the right to use, control, sell, or dispose of all 
the -real estate and personal property now belonging to the Univenity of Vermont, and 
belonging to any ether institutiuu at the time of its union, if such union shall be made with 
this corporation agreeably to this act, subject however, to the payment of any debts of such 
ioetitutions existing at the time of such union, and subject to any trusts, duties and obllni- 
tions connected therewith, and shHll be entitled to receive and use, for the purposes afon-

Said trustees may, in their discretion, obUin by gift, grant or othewise, a tract of 
land which, together with the land now owned by the University of Vermont, shall amount 
to at least one hundred acres, to be used as an experimental farm, whereon they may make 
any desirable experiments in the breedinc of stock, field culture, the analysis and adaptation

The suggestion has been made that an alcove in the Library should be removed so as to af- 
ford more room on the floor. 1*he attention of the Legislature, throush th e action of its 
proper committees, Is invited to the subject. This appears to be the proper source whence 
should come aMy decision to alter the public buildings. 

The Legislature of 1863 passed "An act in relation to the preservation and distribution of 
public documents." The provisions of this law, if executed, would contribute much to its 
proposed objects ; but they have been. generally neglected the present year. This public no- 
tice of its disregard may direct the attention of public officers to its requirements in making 
their annual reports fur the future. In our opinion thid law may be improved by directing 
the precise number of volumes to be bound, and the precise parties to. receive them. 

Suggestions from any source for readering the. Library more advantageous for legislative 
purposes are solicited.

We deem the salaries under the exiMUic laws 'ib'be tP6 siiitirk 
compensation for the services actually required of them, in the proper disrharfge of their 
duties, while to iDcrea«e them would he but an increase, in most cases, of the evils already 
eomplalned of j as, Judging from the best information we have been able to obtain, we foftr 
that in some counties the persons holding the office, have regarded it ODore as a nmttur$ thaa 
an office, upon the due administration of the duties of which depend the saiisty and good 
order of society. 

While we consider crime tn have been on the increase for some yean past, there has hsea 
an srtual decrease of the numben convicted and commitred to the State Prison, as the follow- 
ing staUrtics for the last six yean, ending on the Untday of September in each year, will 
show.

This lessening of the number of convicted criminals would be highly gntifying did we 
regard it as evidence of a decrease ot the crimes punishable by confinement in the Stals 
Prison ; but as stated above, we think the contrary to be true, and that at the present time 
crime is feft increasing. This no doubt has arisen to some extent from the dit>banding of the 
armies engaged in the late nbellion ; for all must admit that about an army cluster the scum 
of the refuse population of our ci untry, who are expert teachen of scholara tse mt to lean 
the vices incident to a dissolute lile spent in the grug-shops, brothels and thievlng-dens ef ear 
tities. 
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TIm l«tcing looM of thki elan fiom the earapt of tlie army bti loaltored thmn abroad through 
tha land, and no paina should bo 0par»d to bring to punishment those men, who compose a 
eonsiderable portion of the criminals of our country ; and the seTenty of their sentences, 
when convicted, should be a lesson to defer others from the commission of like offenses. 

To compare the labors of the various Stale*s attorneys, and ascertain with what energy 
the duties of their offices have been performed, we have obtained what statistics we could 
in rslation to penons convicted, and fines and costs collected in the various counties. 

Section fifty one of chapter twelve ol the General Statutes requires all damages, fines, costs, 
bonds and rscognizances belonging to the State to be paid to the county clerks of the various 
counties. There must, as a matter of course, be a great difference between the sums paid in 
the various counties, depending to a great extent upon the population. We give below a 
statement, obtained from the Auditor's Aeport, of moneys thus paid for the year ending 
Sept. 1, IMS:

By section siJrty-four of the same chapter, the several State's attorneys are required to 
tran-imit, annually, by the second Thursday in October, to the Secretary of State, a statement 
of all persona convicted, for the year endisf Ofiober 1st, on indictment or information in 
their respective counties, with the age, nativity, occupation of and crime committed by each 
person. Regulations for acquiring statistics of this character are of importance enough to 
demand the attention of the Legislature, and should be strictly complied with ; yet we find 
but seven ^f the fourteen attorneys have complied with the law. The other counties must 
bk wxtremeiy fred fpum crime to have no cases of thi^ character to report. The names of the 
e^nj^iev, with the number of penons cunvicted of felonies, or State Prison offenifls, are as.

J We are also of opinion that the interests of the State would be promoted by providing for 
th» appointment of an Attorney Qeneral, to assist the State's attocneys • ia thoi trial jof all 
capital oases, and in the Supreme Court, and to advue and consult with the Governor and 
State offlceri«, t upon mattecs pertaining to the business of • their offices. We And, from 
the Auditor's Report, that during ths past year there has been paid to special attorneys, 
tor services in such cases,, including soms items of expense^ the sum of sixteen hundped and 
thirty-three dollars. We think that such services would, be belter performed by one whorun^ 
derstoud that it was his duly to do so, without being especially appointed, and sometimes 
atae iaieaday as tabeaWe io make but a slight preparation. And we are informed by 
soms ol the officers of the State, that they have felt the need of such an official frequently.

volver*, ISOO cavalry sabres, and 190,000 rounds of carbine ammunition, and 190,000 rounds

Gregory Smith, for the defense of the frontier, with the exception of ammunition, were re- 
ceipted for by me upon receipts, form 8, as required by paragraphs 1447 and 1448, Revised 
Army Regulations, of which the following is a correct copy, via : *' I hereby acknowledge to

States Army, the following arms and accoutrements, vis: 

The whole being equivalent to muekets, which are re- 

ceived on account of the quota of arms due to the State of under the act ot 

April, 1806, for arming the whole body of the militia, and for which I have signed triplicate 
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Bte«ipti.'* I undentand the law referred to in tl:e above receipt to be tbe only authority by 
which the Ordnance Department ot the United Statee amy can tranafer propeity to a atate. 
The camp equipage received by me from the Unitfd Ptatea, waa loaned to me by the Quar- 
maeter General, upon the authority of the Secretary of War, for the use of the militia of the 
State, and waa ao receipted for by me. The invoices now on file in my office alao ihow that 
that property waa delivered to me for that specific purpose. 

All of the ordnance stores and other propertv received by me fhim the United Statea daring 
the year, is safely stored in the State Arsenal, except that which haa been iacued for the use 
«f the militia, in accordance with an act entitled ** An act for organizing the militia," ap- 
proved November SB. 1664. 

I recrct that the appendix to my report, made to his Excellency, the Governor, on the 1st 
^ay of October, in compliance with law, and which containa a detailed account of all public 
property which has come into my possspsion or under my control, could not have been printed 
and distributed at an earlier day frrthe inlotmation of the Legiflature. I am satisfied how- 
ever, that Mr. Walton, who is printing the same, is doing his utmoat to complete the work aa 
Mrly aa poaaible.

The Committee on Finance, to whom was referred the bill fron the Houm entitled (H. 5} 
'* An act in amendment of section aix of chapter eighty-three of the General Statutes, tazinf 
the income of United States bonds, respectfully report : 

Ftpst, That the committee find no provisions in section six of chapter eishty-three of the 
General Sututes, authorizing tbe taxing of the income of United States bonds, as tlie title of 
the bill under consideration would seem to indicate. 

Second, The bill proposes to amend the first subdivision of said section six of chapter eighty- 
three of the General Statutes, which has already been amended by the law enacted at the 
October session, 1864, entitled *'An act in amendment of section six of chapter eighty- 
three of the General Sututee, entitled * grand list/ " approved Nov. 3*2. 1864. 

The bill proceeds to use the precise words of the act of 1864, and without referring to the 
same, and exempts from taxation, as does the law ofI864, **Ail real and personal estate 
owned by this State or the United States, and all stocks, bonds and other securities of the 
United States, held by individuals or corporations, which are specially exempt from taxation 
by laws of the United States, at the date of tbe making of the list.'* The bill then provides : 
" That this exemption shall not be construed as applying to the income of such bonds, stocks 
and other securities, but such income, after it shall have been paid by the United States, shall 
be taxable, and shall be set in the grand list, subject, like other personal property, to a de- 
duction for debts due and owing from the persons listed." 

The committee do not discover in what particular the bill changes the existing law, as es- 
tablished by the act approved Nov., 1864, hereinbefore alluded to. And yet the pashage of 
some law at this time, construing the existing law for the listers in the discharge of their 
duty, may not be entirely useless, as it may tend to introduce a uniform practice Uiroughout 
tbe State, in making up the grand list. 

The committee believe that after the coupons upon the United States bonds have been 
paid, and tbe payee thus reduces the interest in that form to money on hand or *' personal 
estate," within the meaning of section four of said chapter eighty-three, or if the avails of 
saidcoupous shall have been invested in other securities or property (not specifically exempt 
from taxation by the laws of the United States,) it is the duty of the listers to set the same in 
the list, in the same manner as other personal estate. To hold otherwise would he carr) ing 
the exemption too far, and farther than would be justifiable, when we consider that the or- 
ganic laws of the State demand an equal taxation upon all persons and property, as the gon- 
srai principle of taxation. Nx>r is it believed that the necessities of the Geneial Government 
require, or ever will require, any other construction than the one here given to the exemption 
from taxation of the bonds aforesaid. No state can tax thei^e bonds, nor the income Ih^lfeof, 
as a doss of property subject to any other mode or rate of taxation than as mingled with and 
a part of tbe *^ personal estate " of the owner the income becomes liable to assessment. But 
it may be doubted whether this bill, in view of the provisions of section six cf chapter 
eighty-three, and the amendments of the act of 1864, does really allow of the oonstructioa 
which the authors of the bill intended. 

The committee therefore recommend that the Senate propose to the House to amend the 
bill, as per accompanying paper, and when so amended are of opinion that the bill ought to 
pua.

L Tbe Speaker puts all questions and declares tbe determination of tbe Bouse.' 
fi. Be communicates its resolutions to otbers, conveys its tbanks, and expresses its cenaorea, 
its reprimands or its admonitions. 

3. Be is tbe representative of the Bonse itself in its powers, its proceedings, ana its 
4ignity. 

4. Be announces tba business before tbe Assembly, in tbe order in wbicfa it is to be aetad 
■pon. 

& To restrain tbe members wben engaged in debste witbin tbe rules of order. 

6. To receive messa pes and otber communications from otber branches of tbe govemnsant 
and SDnoniice tbcm to tbe Assembly. 

7. Wben h legislative body is engsged in its judicial functions, it is tbe duty of the pr»> 
siding officer to conduct the proceedings, to put questions' to parties and witnesses, and to 

piMounca itntenee or judgment. 
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8. He !■ alwayi a member, and ma/preeent petitiona, memorials and remonstraneea aent 

to him. 

[In this Btate he posseMen the right to vote as other members, on all questions before the 
body, and may leave the chair and address the House on any question, though this is sel- 
dom done, ex ept it be on an appeal from his decision, or in relation to some matter in which 
his constituents are deeply interested.] 

If a member is called to the chair by the Speaker, he for the time being exercises all the 
functiuns ol th-- regular Speaker. This substitution cannot extend beyond an adjournment, 
except as pi iitted out by rule. 

The President and Speaker pro tempore, whilst they retain their right to vote, being mem- 
bers of their respective Houses, part with the right to participate in debate or to speak from 
the chair, except upon points of order, being subject m this respect to the rule applicable to 
tbeix principals. 

COMMITTEBS. 

Standing committees are appointed to continue through the session. The person fint 
named is generally permitted lo act as chairman, but this is a matter of courtesy, every com- 
mitiee having a right to elect their own chairman, who presides over them, puts quesliuna, 
and reports their proceed in{2S to the House. 

So soon as the House is in session and a committee is notified of it, the chairman is in 
duty bound to rise instantly and the members to attend upon the service of the House. 

fin the appointment of committees, whether standing or select, the House has at all times 
the power to choose its own mode oi selection. Under the rule the speaker is invcet«d 
with the authority to appoint, but the House can choose any other method it deems proper.] 

COMMITTIB OF THE WHOLB. 

The form of going trom the House into committee of the whole, is for the Speaker, on 
Motion, to put the question, that the House do now resolve iteelf into a committee of the 
whole to take into consideration such a matter, naming it. The Speaker names the chair- 
man, and takes a seat elsewhere as any other member ; and the person appointed chiarman 
lakes the Speaker's chair. Their quorum is the 'same as that of tiie House; and if a quorum 
is not present, the committee rises, the Speaker resumes the chair, and the chairman can 
make no other report than to inform the House of the cause' of their dissolution. If a moo- 
aage ia announced, the Speaker takes the chair, and receives it, because the committee can- 

No previous question can be put in a eommittee -, nor can this committee adjourn as rthevs 
Bay ', but if their business is unfinished, they rise, the House is resumed, and the chairman 
feporta that the committee of the whole have according to order, had under their considera- 
tion such a matter, and have made progress therein, and have diiected him to ask leave to 
•it again. Whereupon, a question is put on their having leave, and on the time when the 
Bouse will again resolve itself into a committee. But if they have gone through with the 
matter referred to them, a member moves that the committee rise and their chairman report 
their proceedings to the House, the Speaker resumes the chair, the chairman iufornia him 
that the committee have gone through the business referred to tnem, and report the earn*, 
[with or without amendment, as the case may be,] and recommend its passage. 

[No call for the yeas and nays can, neither can the previous question, be moved.] 

[Should a question of order arise which the committee are unable to decide, the proper 
tourse iit to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit again for the purpose ol obtaining the 
direction of the House in regard to it, for an appeal from the decision of a chairman of a 
-committee of the whole has never been entertained.] 

It is not in order to move to lay up4>n the table, to post|K>ne indefinitelv, or to a day certain, 
or to entertain any motion of privilege, while in committee of the whole. 

A motion to strike out the enacting clauise is not in order until the bill has been gone 
through, for the obvious rea^ion thai the House ought first to try to perfect before they destroy 
the bill. For the Fame reason a motion to amend a section takes precedence of a motion to 
•tiike out. If while a motion is pending to strike out the enacting clause, a motion is made 
to amend a certain part of the bill, the question on the latter motion takea precedence of the 
former. 

The motion to rise and report progress, though in order at any stage of proceedings, il 
made and negatived, some business or question or debate must intervene beiore it can Im 
■renewed.— CV«Me<U. 

ORDBB IN DEBATB. 

When any member means to speak, he is to stsiid up in his place and to address himaelf 
not to the House or any particular member, but to the Speaker, who calls him by his name, 
that the House may take notice who it is th >t speaks. 

When a member standK up to speak, no question is to be put ; but he is to be heard, unleff 
the House overrule him. 

It two or more rise to speak nearly together, the Speaker determines who was fiiat up, 
and calls him by name ; whereupon be proceeds, unless he voluntarily site down and gives 
way to the other. 

But if the Speaker rise to speak, the member standing up should sit down, that he may be 
llrst beard.

t«plnton in mgard to some mitter or thing. Every matter of business most b« commenced tnd' 
-wt'in piogreas by means of a motion in the first instance, and must be earrlod forwutd bt 
•rery stage of its progress in the same manner. — Cusktig,

membef while another is speaking.] 
•When a ttetinn his been made, it is the duty of the Speaker to elate it to the 'Home tit the-

A committee can only act when together, and not by separate consultation and MMilK, 
•lietbinK heing the report of tbe eommiitee but what has been agreed to in committee aetttally 
assembled. 

. Tbe committee have Aill power over the bill or other paper committed to them^ exeepf that 
they cannot change the title or subject. 

The committee may not erase, interline, or blot the bill itself, but mTiit,iil a paper by itself, 
net down :he amendments, stating the word* that are to be inserted or omitted, and where, 
by reference t«* tlie page, line, and word of the bill —Jefftrton. 

If the report of a committee be accompanied by an original bill, in accordance with a peti- 
tions or by order of the House, or the ct^mmittee's own views of public interest or policy, 
such bill musthave its first and second readines before any disposition can be made of it. 

If the report of a committee be adverse to a bill, the question of agreeing to the report may 
be taken forthwith. 

if the report be neither favorable or adverse, the bill may be re-committed for an opinion, 
or disponed of as other bills eonriagrrn>m the* coiDdEiittee With a favorable report thereon.— 
Oroaw$U, 

ff a committee, being eqtially divided in opinion, finds Itself unable to determine the mat- 
ter deferred to it, it may refer the matter back to the determination of the Hou^e^ or it may 
report a statement of the facts, and thereupon aik to be discharged from the further eonsider-

RBCOMMITMVNT OF BILLS. 

>kfter a bill.haa bepn committed and reported, it ought not, in an ordinary eeuise, to be re- 
committed. But in cases of importance, and for special reasons, it is sometimee re-4ommi«ted , 
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and usually to the tiiiDe committee. If a report be committed before ajrreed to in the Hoiiet, 
what hat passed in the committee is oi D0iTiittdirjr ; lUvwhole question is again before the 
committee, and a new resolution must be again moved, as if nothing had passed. 

A paiticular clause oi a bill may be committed without the whole bill, or, so nuah of a 
paper to oste, and so inuch to anottier committee:-- JejfK^«aii. ^ 

BSADINa PAPBRS. 

Where iwpers are laid before the Hruse, or referred to a committee, eveiy member has if • 
rigbv to hove them onee read at the table before he can be coinpelled to vote on them.— J^^' 

PRIVILEGBD QUBSTI0N8. 

It ii a general rule that the question first raoTed and seconded shall be first put. But tkia 
iu]» giirep way to privileged questions. 

A motion to adjjum, simply, takes place of all others ; yet this motion C9nn9t ba receiTfl4 
ftftev another question is actually put, and while the House is engaged in voting. 

J^very parliamentary assembly have certain forms of questions so adjusted as to enal^lf 
thfw fitly to diDposa of every proposition which can be made to them. 1. The previous quee- 
tion. d. l^o postpone definitely. 3. To adjourn to a definite day. 4. To lie on the tablf« 
5. Tjp commit. 6, To amend. 

The question foir comnaitting, though last moved, shall be first put } because it facilitatga 
the motion to amend.— ifcoisU is express. 

On a tootion to amend a billj^any one "^^^y; notwithstanding, move to commit it, and the 
question for commitment shall be fint-jHit.— Jk^er«on. 

Privileged questions, ot courre, take the place of, and must be decided before, the primaiy ' 
qQfslion. or the question to whirh they are incidental, and they may take the place of eaieh 
otiier, being of different grades among themselves, and having precedence one over^ another. 

It is not adfnissable to move to amend or table or postpone or commit the question of ad- 
journment, or for the previous question, or for laying on the table, or for a call uf the House. 

l^fevertheless, a motion to pot^tpone the primary or main question being before the House, 
it is admisfiable to amend so ap to postpone to one day instead of another, or to aspecial, iii> 
stiead of a^ Indefinite time. 

A motion to commit the primary or main question being before the House, it is admisi^- 
■ble to amend by adding instructions or to change the committee. — CrostodL 

The general rule in regard to bu"ine»8 regularly before the Huuf^e is, that it must be dispofsd 
of either for the time, rr permanently, and that until sbch dif^position of it ia made, no otHer 
notion or question can be, regularly, or arise so as to take its plaice and be first acted upon; 
•zcept on motions designated by the Rules of the House.

tJ^iM turtbar VQ it, either to add or altf i. 

IT the previous question has been moved aiM seconded, apd also proposed from the cb^u^ 
ithap j^tpcff doubted whether an amendment can be admitted to the main question. JBaU^U 
Uiinks it may, after ^he previous question is moved and seconded, but not after it has b^f% 
p ta ypBftd from the chair* 

^liejir^vious question cannot be put upon subsidiary motions other than motions to am^n^^ 
and* which are used like the previous question itself, for the suppression of the original motion j. 
BMther caii.t^e moliqvi to postpone, commit or lay upon tlie table, be applied. to the previous 
queation.— Jfj^<!^#e«. ' 

Ttie .operation oi the. previous question lasts only until the questions upon amcndmentf tf{ 
amendments, and the main question, have been taken, and does not extend to the next atafU' 
in ihe. progress of the aame mensun.—Cutking. 

rrhe previous question is peculiar to the Houaeu. The Senate has no rule recofnizing itj. 

The previous question is used as exclusively to force queetionslo a finaJ vote, as to cut.cflf^ 
amfiidm^t >nd debate ; originally it was used only to supjuress questions temporarily, 
^iie previous questiov is of the privileged claas, having precedence over all others, exceni, 
motif ns tb adjourn and for a call of the House. Pending amendments, wIimi the prevjoq^ 
-question is moved and carried, the main question is usually deemed to include, and tb^ 
must be put to vote in their order.

A motion ia made to amend bjr etriking out certain w orda and inierting others in their 
place, which is negatived. Then it ie moved to strike out the same words and to insert oth- 
•RB ol a tenor entirely different from the flrst p oposed. It is negatived. Then it is moved* 
to strike out the same words and insert nothtnit, which is agreed to. All this it admiisable, 
as the rejection of one proposition does not preclude the offering a diffsrent.— </<;/^«a«. 

As an amendment takes the place of, and must be decided i>erore, the main question, so 
an amendment to an amendment has priority ever and must be deeided before the pnokUf 
amendment. 

The chief restraint on amendments is that tbey eannot be piled one on another, beyond ft 
eertain degree ; that is, while an amendment to an amendment is admissable, it is inadmis^ 
■able to amend in the third degree. 

They cannot be made to privileged questions of a certain grade ; as, for instance, to mo- 
tions to adjourn, for the previous queetion, fur a call of the House, to lay on the table. 

An amendment, though inco'isiittent with one already adopted, cannot be shut out for that 
renson, but must be put to a vote if insisted on. 

It is admissable to move, by way of amendment to the amendment, to modify the words 
proposed to be inserted before the queetion on inserting is put. — CrotwM, 

DIVISION OF THB QUBSTION. 

If a question contain more parts than one, it may be divided into two or more questions. 

A question to be divisible, must enntprehend points so distinct and entire, that one of 
Ibem being taken away, the other may stand entire. 

When a question ia divided, after the question on the flrst member, the second is open to 
debate and amendment. [This rule doee not apply wheu the vote is taken by yeas and 
nays.] 

It 18 the duty of the presiding ofllcer, subject to be overruled by the House, to decido. 
whether the proposition in queetion is suscf^ptible of the division called for or npt.--Ji^srMn. 

The member calling for the division states how and in what order he requires it to be made, 
and it is so made, unless overruled by the speaker or House.— <!iwAiaf. 

Questions of concurrence in amendments sent by one House to the other may be divided 
if divisible.— CVwswsM. 

BQUIVALENT QUBSnONS. 

When questions are perfectly equivalent, so that the negative of the one amonnli to tiM> 
•flirmative of the other, and leave no other alternative, the decision of the one concludes, 
noeesearily. the other. Thus the ne|ative of striking out amour Is to the afllrmative of 
agreeing ; and therefore, to put a question on agreeing after that of striking out [has been 
■ogatlved] would be to put the same question, in effect, twice over. 

It le not eo in questions of amendment between the two Houses. A notion made beinf 
negatived does not amount to a positive vote to ineiet, because there Is anotlier alternativn^ 
to wit — to adhere. 

The questions respecting amendments from another House are: 1st, to agree -, M, disagree ; 
Sd, recede ; 4th, insist ; 5th, adhere. — Jaffaraon,

THIRD RBADINa. 

To prevent bills from being passed by surprise, the House by a standing order direets that 
tkey shall nnt be plit on their passage before a fixed hour. 

A bill reported and passed to the third reading, cannot en that day be read a third time 
and passed. 

A bill on third reading is not to be committed for the matter or body thereof, but to reeeiv*- 
■ome particular clause or provi$o ; It has been eometimes sufflired, but as a thing vsiy un» 
\uuti\,-^Jeffer»oM, 

[Bills have sometimes, by unanimous consent, been read a third time hjf Airir titles, such 
IS charters and acts of incorporation. But this mode of reading a third time has nerer- 
growD into a practice; and because it ia in direct and clear contravention of the spirit and 
letter of the orgmit law. 

If the motion to reconsider the vote on the final passage of a bill or the bill itself after con- 
sideration, be laid on the table neither such motion nor such bill can be called up for action, 
•zcept when the third reading of bills is In order. 

Motions to re-consider bille that have been passed, are sometimes made with a view to tbn 
rtjection of surh motions, and the end that such bills may be plaeed beyond the roaeh of 
4nlayor arrest from opposing parties.] 

DIVISION OF THB HOUSB. 

The afiHrmative and negative of the queetion havina been both put and answered, tho 
Speaker declaree whether the yeas or nays have it by the sourd. If he be himsHf satisfied, 
and it stands as the Judgment of the House, but if he bo not nimeelf satlafied whieh voie» 
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la ths greater, or if before any member cotaa iato tbe House, or before aay aew motion is 
made, any member shall rise and declare bimielf diMatiifled vrith the Speaker'^ decision, 
tiM weaker is to eoant or divide tbe Bouse. 

TITLl. ' 

After tile bill has passed, and not before, the title m-iy be amended, and it is to be flzed 
bjr a question, and then the bill is sent to the other House.— Js^svn. 

BBCONSIDBBATION. 

Tile general rule of parliamentary lair is that a question once carried cannot be questioned, 
bttt man stand as the Judgment of the House. * 

A bill once rejected, another of the same substanse cannot be brought in again tbe same 
■ession.— s/if^kr«aa. 

[A second re-consideration cannot be had, neither can there be a second motion for re- 
•onsideration,if the first motion is lost. 

It bas now become a common practice in all our legialatiVe and other deliberative assem- 
Mies, and may consequently be regarded as a principle of the comirin pirliameittary la«r of 
this country, to re-consider a vote already passed, whether afllraatively or negatively.— Cnsk- 

If a motion to re-eonsider prevails, the effect of the vote in question is abrogated, and tiM 
matter stands before tbe assembly in precisely the same state and condition, and upon tlie 
■UM question as if the vote which had been ordered to be re-considered, had never beea 
p n e sed.— Cltsteiy. 

If a Senate bill had been passed by tbe House with amendments, and those amendments 
were concurred in by tbe Senate, and a motion should be made in the House to re-consider 
tbn vote on its final passage, and a resolution had been oflTared in and adopted by tbe Houee, 
nqaesting the Senate to return the bill to the House, the Senate. before itcouid comply witb 
the request, would first have to reconsider the Vote had on the concurrence in the Hous* 
amendments ; for the bill, in order to be returned to the House, must be in the same conditiou 
in which it was when sent by the House to tbe Senate . 

See (rushing on amendments and re-consideration.] 

AMBNDMBNTS BBTWBBN THB H0U8BS. 

[Wlien a bill is passed by the House and Senate, the proceedings in regard to the bill bj 
both Houses are brought to a close. Should amendments be made, it is sent to the House, 
which originated the bill, with amendments, and the question is put, whether the House will 
•oaeur m the amendment made by the other branch. If this is carried in the afllrmative,. 
the proceedings in regard to the bill close ; but if they refuee to concur, it is retutned with a. 
notice of non-concurrence. The House making the amendment may recede, insist or ad- 
here. A motion to recede takes precedence ot motions to insist or adhere, and a motion to 
iaaist takes precedence of a motion to adhere. If tbe motion to recede iirevails there is then 
an agreement between tbe two Houses on the bill ; if the motion to insist prevails, it is fol- 
lowM by a motion for the appointment of a committee to confer with a similar committeo of 
tho other branch, on the subject of differences between the two Houses, which is called a 
•ommittee of conference. If the motion to adhere prevails, it indicates that the House adopt- 
ing it will not change its determination. But it is not irrevocable. A motion may be made 
to reconsider it, and if this is decided in tlie afllrmative,it may be followed by a motion to 
reeede or to insist.] 

The House cannot recede from or insist on its own amendment with an amendment, for 
the same reason that it cannot send to the other House an amendment to its own act after it 
has passed the act. They may modify an amendment from the other House by engrafting 
an amendment on it because they have never assented to it : but they cannot amend their 
own amendment, because they have, on that question, passed it in that {otak.—Jejg^*on, 

A motion to amend an amendment from either House takes precedence over the question 
of agreeing to or concurring in such amsndment.— OmivsK. 

CONFBBBNCBS. 

It is on occasion of amendments between the two Houeee, that conferences are usually 
anked ; but they may be asked In all cases of difference of opinion between the two Houseo 
on matters depending between them. The request of a conference, however, must always 
bo by the House which is in pn s ssssion of the papws. 

A conference may be asked, before tbe House asking it has come to a resolution of dio- 
agreement, insisting or adhering.— Jit^sen. 

The motion for a committee of cnnferenco may make a part of* the motion to disagreo, to 
reeede, ineist or adhere, and this motion may be divided ; or, if the motion to insist, recedo 
•r adhere is made separately, the motion for a committee of conference may bo added by way 
• of amendment.— CKsAiiijf. 

A committee of conference is not a heterogeneous body acting as one committee, but two 
tommitteee, each of which acts by a majority.— i</aKnia< ^ Hou$e^ 30c* Comfren. 

The report of a committee of conference is in one of theee forms, namely, either that tho 
•ommittee have agreed, or that they have disagreed, or that they luvo agreed in part, and 
diaagroed fot the reeiduo.— CuslUn/.
